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In the telephone interview between the Examiner and Applicant's Agent, the Examiner 
proposed amending Claim 1 to recite the phrase "a graphical user interface control". Applicant's 
Agent agreed to the amendment. 
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at page 6, lines 10-17 and at page 22, lines 13-19, is by means of example and not to limit the 
different meanings of a graphical user interface control. 
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
